WINNER THIRD 


IN AIR DERBY 


MELBOURNE, Oct. 24.—The Dutch and United 
States airplanes in the great London-to-Melbourne derby 
taxied across the finish line here today to decide the 


lesser prize winners in the great air speed race. 
Two hours, 44 minutes after the fly- 


ing team from the Netherlands, K. D. 
Parmentier and J. J. Moll, had flashed 
past the pylons at Flemington race 
course, the Americans, Col. Roscoe Turn- 
er and Clyde Pangborn, brought their 
big transport plane in before a wildly 
cheering throng. 

The Dutchmen landed at 10:52 a.m., 
local time (7:52 p.m., Tuesday, E. S. T.) 
to capture the $7,500 second money. 

The Americans roared home at 1:36 
p.m., local time, to lift the final money 
prize in the speed division, $2,500. 

——— When Turner and Pangborn com- 
_ Roscoe Turner pleted the long flight their nearest rivals’ 
had just reached the other end of the Australian con- 
tinent. 

Turner's hopes of getting second place ahead of the 
Dutch team were becoming brighter every minute while 
the latter's heavy air liner was bogged 
down at Albury, where the fliers had 
been forced to land during the night to 

dodge thunderstorms. 

Working frantically with a ground 
crew, Parmentier finally roared from an 
improvised landing field and flashed 
into Melbourne hardly more than 150 
miles ahead of the Americans. Turner 
and Pangborn were having trouble with 
their motor at Charleville. Their oil pres- 
sure was only 30 pounds instead of 90 
pounds. Fearing to delay for thorough 
examination, they took off for Melbourne 
and presumably were forced down en 
route by engine trouble. 3 

All the occupants of Parmentier'’s big “flying hotel 
were well groomed and wearing smart clothing, appar- 
tly as fresh as when they left London. In comparison 
a Scott and Black were unshaven, dishev- 
elled and badly in need of sleep. 

In addition, the Dutchmen had 
flown at least 1,000 miles farther than 
the English team,-making landings at al- 
most every intermediate point on the 
long journey. 

There were only four persons in the 
Dutch plane when it arrived here, the 
two pilots, Parmentier and Moll; a me- 
chanic, Van Brugge, and the wireless 
operator, V. Prins. Thea Rasche, Ger- 
man sportswoman and aviatrix, and two 
Dutch bankers who had made the trip as 
passengers, were left behind at Albury

So high was the hit-and-ran 
car's speed and so poor its one 
light that McDonald could not 
get the license nomber, but he 
told police it was a light treck 
with a small box body. 

Miss Belous, dazed and suffering 
shock, recovered quickly and told 
police that she and her father had 
been walking north along the dirt 
portion of the trail that borders 
the concrete. 

“We did not know the truck was 
approaching,” she told interview- | 
ers. “There seemed to be no lights 
and the first thing I knew, my | 
father had beer! struck, His body 
struck mine and we were both 
pitched towards the ditch. When 
I got up I saw my father lying 
close to the ditch, bleeding from 
wounds on the head. No, I did not 
get the license number of the 
truck.” 

The driver of the hit-and-run 
truck could not fail to have 
known there had been an acci- 
dent, according to traffic offi- 
cers who are working on the 
case, for the severity of the im- 
pact which hurled the two vic- 
tims into the ditch must have 
shook the light vehicle.

THE PROFESSORS UNDER FIRE 

The story of Socrates teaches us, among 
other things, that those in whose hands the 
education of the young is placed are singularly 
open to public criticism. That sons may be 
weaned from the faith of their fathers is a fear 
that springs eternal in the human breast Un- 
happily that fear often leads to unjust castiga- 
tion of the teachers involved. 

Charges that University professors were 
perverting the minds of their students on the 
subject of religion have been heard occasionally 
in Canada. They are much more common in 
the country to the soyth of us, and their adverse 
effect on standards of teaching in the United 
States—particularly in state Universities—is 
deplored by all who have the true interests of 
education at heart. Some of the finest scholars 
of America have been driven from their chairs, 
victims of a noisy and—in cases—not well-in- 
formed minority. Attacks of this nature have 
often been prompted by hostility toward a 
professor's viewpoint on economic and political 
matters. Persecution as a result of a teacher's 
personal religious ideas have been rare, save in 
denominational institutions. 

It would be wise for the people of Alberta 
to exercise caution in their attitude toward the 
charges now being made egainst unnamed pro- 

| fessors in the University of Alberta by some 
members of the local clergy, and featured 
prominently in the news columns of an Edmon- 
ton newspaper. 

These charges come from men some of whom 
are high in the offices of their respective 
churches. They include, too, forthright accusa- 
tions, which if true, justify strong actions being 
taken. Considering their source and definite- 
ness, as well as the publicity which has been 
given them, they cannot lightly be dismissed. 

During the depression years, the path of 
higher education has been a thorny one. he 
wisdom of diverting considerable sums of public 
money to our University has been challenged 
by many, and frequently those who believe that 
our University is worth what it is costing us 
have feared for the future of higher education 
in Alberta. 

There is cause to fee] that a lack of restraint 
has been shown in the manner in which these 
charges have been made and placed before the 
public. If our church leaders have definite proof 
that certain professors sneer at and deride 
Christianity, or that they are—whether de- 
liberately or in want of a sense of the proprie- 
ties—using their positions and prestige to upset 
the faith of the students, it would appear to 
have been the wiser course to place that evi- 
dence before President Wallace and allow him 
to conduct an investigation into the alleged 
offences. 

No such presentation and investigation hay- 
ing been made, the direct denial of the charges 
by the President is to be taken at face value. 
In view of Dr. Wallace's statement, it is to be 
accepted with confidence that professors at our 
University have used due discretion whenever 
religious points have cropped up in the class- 
room, and that there has been no attempt on 
their part to undermine the religious beliefs of 
their students. Certainly the intellectua] hon- 
esty and personal integrity of the faculty have 
been second to none. 

Alberta has cause to be proud of the high 
standards its University has set, and it is to be 
hoped nothing will be said and nothing done 
which would react to injure the splendid stand-* 
ing the institution holds among its kind or the 
loyalty it has gained on the part of the people 
of the province. At any rate, those who believe 
in higher education on democratic lines wil! 
keep an open mind on this highly inflammable 
subject until the matter has been cleared by 
a fair and thorough investigation of the facts 
Otherwise higher education in Alberta must be 
struck a severe blow, and the University sub- 
jected to a chorus cf outside and uninformed 
criticism and ridicule. 


FOUR THOUSAND MILES A DAY 

An early breakfast in London, England, on 
Saturday; supper in Melbourne, Australia, on 
Monday. 

That summarizes the amazing achievement 
of Messrs. Scott and Black, winners of the great 
air rage. It was the longest week-end jaunt 
ever made. No person ever before travelled so 
far in so short a space of time. Records were 
not merely beaten; they were distanced so fa: 
that they no longer count for anything. 

Two days and four hours out of the English 
flying field the airmen were over Australian 
territory; four days and fifteen hours less time 
than any previous voyager had taken to get 
over the road. The record, that is to say, was 
cut to one-third. 


Nor should it be forgotten that two other 
planes at least were trailing the winners closely 
enough that had these met with disaster the 
record would still have been cut to a fraction. 
It was no “walk away”; the winners had to keep 
going to win. 

Of a score of planes which started, tragedy 
overtook the crew of only one. A half dozen 
others were forced down, but were able tu land 
without the occupants being killed. Remember- 
ing that speed was the first consideration, that 
is reassuring as to the safety of airplane travel 
when there is a competent man at the controls. 

This was undoubtedly the most spectacular 
demonstration yet made of the sustained speed 
of which a plane is capable. Somebody, it is 
safe to predict, will within the next ten years 
go around the world in five days or less. It 
may be done next summer. 


COLLECTING CITY ACCOUNTS 
Hereafter the Edmonton householder will 
receive one bill per month including his 
charges for both light and water. That will 


make no great difference to him, though it has. 


been a cause for casual wonderment why the 
two-in-one method was not adopted long ago. 

It would make a difference to the house- 
holder, in convenience, if the man who reads 
the meters were allowed to accept payment of 
the accounts. That would relieve the house- 
holder of the need of mailing a cheque to the 
city hall or journeying there every month to 
pay his bill.

For a long time it has been a matter of 
general knowledge and comment that the 
Bulletin was the best and most up-to-date news- 
paper in the Territories. Its being raised to 
that position and kept there was evidence of a 
complete and improved plant and an energetic 
and competent staff. At the same time it has 
been painfully evident to the citizens of Edmon- 
ton and many of its visitors, as well as to the 
proprietor and the employees, that the premises 
from which the paper was issued were relics of 
a past age—in the history of the town.

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The Passing Show

In addition to the list of new police build- 
ings to be erected over Carlada, a new Customs 
building is to be erected at the boundary be- 
tween Washington and British Columbia. All 
the new federal buildings seem to be associated 
with the idea of policing the public. You would 
hardly call that an evidence of 
prosperity and happiness, 

On opposite corners of a 
narrow street near where I 
am rooming at present are 
two new buildings of mas- 
sive granite. Each of them 
cost over a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars to build. They 
are homes for God. It seems 
so incongruous to have two 
immense and costly granite 
homes for God within 66 feet 
of each other when thousands of human beings 
—sometimes little families—are existing nearby 
in single bed-living rooms. 
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Premier Bennett, having prolonged his visit to 
Britain, is returning to Canada, tremeygdously 
impressed, so reports say, with the evidences 
of Britain's return to prosperity. He is quoted 
as saying: 

“England is leaving the depression be- 
hind. I was delighted in London to see 
such evidence of increasing prosperity. 
Well-dressed people on the streets, crowds 
in the shops, and the spirit everywhere ap- 
parent indicates that Britain is leaving the 
depression behind her.” 

A Vancouver resident, Mr. B. R. Ewing, who 
has been travelling in Britain and the Continent 
with his son, recently returned home. He came 
across United States because he had heard of 
the harrowing conditions existing in the 
middle States and the prairie provinces of 
Canada. This is what he says of conditions in 
United States: 

“In New York we registered at a hotel 
with thousands of rooms. Every one was 
apparently occupied, several co-passengers 
of ours being unable to find accommodation 
under its roof. We found the sidewalks 
crowded with well-fed, well-dressed people, 
and the large shops doing a roaring busi- 
ness. 

“That same evening we dined at new 
hotel. Our table was the only one that did 
not display a bottle of champagne 

“On Broadway opulence was seen every- 
where. We could not see the slightest trace 
of unemployment. 

“At Detroit we saw thousands upon 
isands at work, all busily engaged in 
ing out motor-cars. These scenes gave 
the lie to the depression and unemployment 
propaganda. 

“In Chicago, despite the stockyards fire, 
we saw pens full of well-fed animals. The 
streets were crowded with bustling crowds, 
ev so than in New York. We were 
amazed at what we saw. Being in the heart 
of the farming district of United States we 
felt we had been thoroughly misled and 
bamboozled by the reports we had read. 

“On reaching Vancouver we saw in a 
walk to Victory Square more evidence of 
unemployment and distressful conditions 
than we hed witnessed anywhere else on 

travels.”

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Both Britain and United States have far 
outpaced Canada in the march back to norm- 
alcy. What advantage have they had that 
Canada has not? They have no better physical 
manhoed. They have no such wealth of raw 
als or electric power. They surely have 
had no keener desire for normalcy than our 
people. The only difference that can account 
for the swifter progress that Britain and 
United States have made is in their financial and 
credit systems.. Both Britain and United States 
have inflated and cheapened their currencies 
while Canada was forced to support “sound 
money,” i.e. scarce and dear money. 


It is to be hoped that the lesson of Britain's 
progress has been learned by Canada’s premier 
on his British trip. If not, we shall see the 
tide of immigration which now flows from 
Canada to Britain, increasing at an alarming 
rate, depopulating our provinces and cities. 
Premier Bennett is admittedly impressed by the 
soundness of Britain's prosperity. What we 
need is sound prosperity, not “sound money,” 
which benefits only the money-lending classes. 
we 
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The Chinese, impressed no doubt, by the 
grandiose conditions under which many foreign 
missionaries live while in the foreign field, have 
asked for half a million Mexican dollars ran- 
som for two male and one female missionaries. 
The Mexican dollar brings less than half of one 
of our own dollars. At present exchange rates 
it comes to a demand for $138,500 Canadian 
dollars. There is no likelihood of this sum 
being paid. We have bandits and kidnappers 
enough of our own in the Christian countries of 
America without levying tolls for bands of 
Chinese bandits. One of Dillinger's aides went 
to the electric chair the other day for killing 
some policeman, with his lips kissing a crucifix. 
He thinks that will help him to get to Heaven 
in a future life. He wanted to make sure he 
had a better chance of getting a harp and a 
nightgown and joining the angelic hosts than 
the poor cops he bumped off without a chance. 

With &1! the kidnapping and banditry that 
is going on apace in Canada and United States, 
it would serve the disciples of Buddha and Con- 
fucius right if we were to withdraw our mis- 
sionaries and leave them to the wrath of their 
Creator.

SIDE GLANCES - By George Clark 


| Burns And Scalds 
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By DOCTOR FRANK McCoy , 


Every day people are burned accidentally; 
far too many of these burns occur at home and 
most of them could be prevented. Two com- 
mon causes of burns occurring at home are 
hurry and carelessness. 

I am going to make a list today of some of 
the ordinary ways in which 
thousands of people are 
burned. I hope that you will 
study the list so that you can 
avoid the careless errors 
which others make. “An 
ounce of prevention is better 
than a pound of cure” can be 
forcefully applied to burns 
and scalds of all kinds. The 
pain from even a minor burn 
can be extrerhely unpleasant 
and a burn about the face or 
hands may leave a disfiguring scar for life. 

1, If you clean clothes at home using gas- 
oline, or some other inflammable cleaner, do 
the work outdoors, keep away from fires and 
avoid rubbing the garments between the hands 
while cleaning. 

2. Keep boiling water out of the reach of 
babies and small children. 

3. Matches should be kept at a sufficient 
distance from’ the floor so that a small child 
has no way of getting at them. Almost every 
daily paper carries an account of a child ser- 
jously burned while playing with matches. 

4. Starting fires with kerosene is dangerous. 

5. Whenever a fire of any type is going in 
the home be sure to inspect it from time to 
time. It is not a wise plan to leave food sim- 
mering while you leave the house for any 
length of time. 

6. Open the oven door before lighting a 
gas oven. This allows any gas which may have 
accumulated to escape and prevents an ex- 
plosion. 

7. When two gas flames are lighted and 
turned low, check them occasionally to sec 
that one has not gone out or been put out by 
the water in the pan boiling over. 

8. Drying clothes by hanging near a stove 
is unwise. 

9. Care while handling the electric iron, 
toaster, or while cooking with hot, sputtering 
fat will save many burns. 

10. Electric pads and hot water bottles do 
good only when not too hot. Be sure before 
you place them next to a patient that they are 
only moderately warm. 

11, Adjust the hot shower before getting 
into the water; this will save you from scald- 
ing from teo hot water. 

12. A good plan is to have an electrician 
inspect any amateur wiring done around the 
home. Defective wiring may cause a fire when 
you least expect it. 

13. When using celluloid water waving 
combs for setting the hair keep the head away 
from any great heat as the combs ignite easily. 

14. Do not smoke in bed. Bedclothes are 
easily set on fire by a smoldering cigarette 
stub, endangering the life of the sleeping 
smoker. 

15, Protect open gas heaters, also fireplaces, 
also wood stoves used for heating with some 
sort of guard or screen. This would prevent 
many severe burns in children. 

Burns vary a great deal in intensity, some 
merely redden the flesh, others raise blisters, 
while deep burns destroy the real skin, the 
nerve endings and many even destroy the 
muscular fibres, and leave horrible scars be- 
hind them. The danger of complications such 
as pneumonia or pleurisy from severe burns is 
great. When a serious burn occurs, call the 
doctor.

QUESTION: Mr. B. X. inquires: “I wish to 
get your opinion on this case. The patient is 
55 and suffers cramp-like pains in various 
parts of the body. Her doctor says there is a 
contraction of the blood vessels or arteries 
which cuts off the blood sypply and this is the 
cause of the pain.” 

ANSWER: A frequent cause of painful 
cramps, especially in the legs, in older patients, 
is a hardening of the arteries as this*interferes 
with the proper circulation of blood. However, 
this symptom, as it may be due to neuritis, 
this is not the only cause which could produce 
rheumatism, etc.

On this date, (October 24) 1901, 
a woman went over Niagara Falls 
in a barrel, the first person to ac- 
complish the feat. Mrs. Anna Ed- 
ton Taylor, a widow, rowed out 
from the Canadian shore to the 
swift rapids above the falls, en- 
tered the specially prepared bar- 
rel, said good bye to her boatman 
and consigned herself to fate. 

She was lucky. She got through 
alive. Eighteen minutes after she 
was started on her journey the 
barrel was caught below the falls 
by men in boats, towed to the 
shore and opened. She was unin- 
jured and conscious but declared 
that the moment she felt the 
jump over the cataract she lost 
her senses, and only recovered 
when she felt the barrel being 
rescued.

wick. Canadian Pacific lines to 
be cut out, with an aggregate 
mileage only half as long as the 
condemned National lines, in- 
clude those from Saskatoon to 
Unity, Kamloops to Hope, Wood- 
stock to Windsor and Glen Tay 
to Whitby. 

Along all the*lines marked for 
execut.on in Mr. Beatty's plan 
farmers are settled and towns 
have grown up. Under the bene- 
vo'ent dictatorship of Mr. Beat- 
ty'’s railway monopoly, they 
would lose the local railway ser- 
vice they now enjoy. That ser- 
vice is the main reason why 
many of them live where thcy 
do. Thousands of farmers and 
townspeople living along the 
railway lines in question went 
there because transportation was 
availab'e close at hand. It is pro- 
posed to take that economic ad- 
vantage away from them, What 
does the public think of the idea? 

Mr. Beatty's scheme has a su- 
perficial attraction for many 
people because he presents it as 
the businesslike and efficient 
thing to do, But is it really that, 
when it means not only creating 
4 monopoly and wiping out com- 
petition but abandoning 5,000 
miles of track, upsetting business, 
depriving towns and farmers of 
railway service, and causing eco- 
nomic Joss—all for the saving of a 
relatively paltry sum? The pros- 
pective balance from adopting 
Mr. Beatty's plan seems to lie on 
the loss side of the ledger. Win-
